B,S.  ,B,Hy,  jD.P.H, ,  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  this  district  for  twenty 
two  years.  I  Icnew  Dr, Clayton  as  a  colleague  for  some  ten  years,  and  I 
should  like  to  pay  special  tribute  to  his  sustained  and  successful  efforts 
towards  raising  the  standards  of  the  public  health  throughout  the  district. 

The  3^ear  1959,  as  is  shown  in  the  substance  of  this  report,  was  not 
remarkable  for  any  unto¥/ard  occurrence  concerning  the  public  health.  The 
outstanding  feature  of  the  vital  statistics  was  the  crude  death  rate,  which 
T/as  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  district  during  the  last  forty  seven  years 
for  T/hich  reliable  records  are  available. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  DroD. A, McCracken,  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
who  served  as  your  Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  greater  part 
of  the  year  under  review,  and  to  Mr. P, Holmes,  your  Public  Health  Inspector, 
for  his  support  and  for  his  help  in  the  compilation  of  this  report.

There  was  a  further  reduction  in  the  Death  Rate,  The  figure  of 
8,5  per  1,000  of  population  for  the  Crude  Death  Rate  v;as  the  lov/est 
recorded  in  the  district  during  the  last  forty  seven  years  for  which 
reliable  records  are  available.  The  adjusted  death  rate  of  8,4 
(comparability  factor  0,99)  was  substantially  belov;  that  for  England 
and  Wales  and  equalled  the  lowest  recorded  in  the  district  in  the  last 
decade. 


There  was  a  reduction  of  12  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  diseases 
of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system,  and  fewer  deaths  occurred  from 
respiratory  diseases,  but  there  was  on  increase  in  the  number  caused  by 
cancer,  5  of  which  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  or  bronchus.  Seven 
people  died  from  accidental  causes  and  2  from  suicide.  Once  again  no 
death  was  due  to  maternal  causes.

There  T;as  a  welcome  and  much  needed  reduction  in  the  infant 
mortality  rate,  hut  it  is  to  he  expected  that  this  rate  v/ill  vary 
widely  from  yea:^  to  year  hecause  the  figure  is  based  upon  a  relatively 
small  number  of  births.

(ii)  DR.iIN.lG-E  SEl’.ERilG-E,  As  forecast  last  year  the  scheme  for 
sewering  Coney  Weston  and  Barningham  received  Ministry  approval  and  v/ork 
commenced  in  October, 

Approval  v;as  also  received  to  the  sev/ering  of  part  of  the  parish 
of  Rougham  and  work  commenced  in  September, 

A  group  scheme  is  being  prepared  for  the  villages  of  Ingham,  Culford, 
Flempton,  Risby  and  West  Sto¥7  in  order  to  overcome  the  difficulties  which 
will  arise  when  the  Borou^  Council  abandon  their  VJcst  Stow  Sewage  Works, 

It  is  hoped  that  this  scheme  will  bo  in  an  advanced  stage  of  preparation 
early  in  1 960  ready  for  submission  to  the  Minister, 

The  village  of  Pornham  All  Saints  also  relies  upon  the  Borough  main 
sew'cr  and  a  scheme  is  in  course  of  preparation  for  new  sewers  o-nd  pumping 
station  in  the  village.  It  is  hoped  that  these  works  will  bo  put  in  hand 
in  the  latter  part  of  1 9^0, 

A  further  scheme  being  prepared  for  1 9^0  is  the  extension  of  the 
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Stanton  sewerage  to  embrace  the  general  village  area.  Stage  I  of  this 
scheme  v/as  completed  some  three  years  ago  but  did  not  take  in  the  main 
village. 

It  v/ould  appear  that  a  great  deal  of  sewerage  work  is  likely  to 
be  carried  out  during  the  next  ten  years,  since  apart  from  the 
desirability  of  providing  modern  drainage  in  all  villages  there  is 
likely  to  be  considerable  new  building  in  the  villages  within  5  miles 
of  Bury  St, Edmunds, 


3*  REFUSE  COLIECTION  xiND  DISPOS/iL,  ilfter  considerable  investigation 
and  trials  with  new  typo  vehicles,  a  revised  refuse  collection  scheme 
was  brought  into  operation  during  June  providing  for  a  weekly  collection 
in  all  parishes.  By  the  use  of  2  nev/  25  yd,  Karrier  rear  loading  vehicles 
it  v/as  found  possible  to  operate  the  scheme  without  any  staff  increase. 
This  was  largely  due  to  the  saving  in  time  in  returning  to  tips  during 
rounds,  which  v;as  necessary  with  the  smaller  vehicles  and  also  because 
the  design  of  the  new  vehicles  enabled  the  loaders  to  spend  time  loading 
refuse  under  much  easier  conditions.  There  is  however  no  space  left  in 
the  present  rounds  for  any  extension  -  vehicles  and  men  are  vrorking  to 
capacity  and  as  houses  are  buii^  and  the  standard  of  living  conditions 
continues  to  rise  it  will  be  difficult  to  maintain  the  collections 
v/ithout  either  additional  equipment  or  overtime. 

Salvage  continues  to  increase  satisfactorily  as  the  compositive 
figures  for  last  year  and  this  show.

Arton  Wilson  in  his  Report /’Caravans  As  Homes"  ,  (Cmnd*  872 ),  The  only 
action  reasonably  available  to  a  Loca,!  Authority  is  under  the  Nuisance 
Sections  but  even  these  become  unworkable  because  of  the  difficulty  of 
obtaining  correct  names  coupled  with  the  fact  that  the  occupa^nts  disappear 
very  often  temporarily  to  continue  their  disgusting  habits  on  some  other 
site, 

(ii)  Service  Families,  With  the  shortage  of  mia^rried  quarters  the  use  of 
caravans  by  Service  families  appea.rs  to  grov;  .  rapidly.  During  the  year 
the  Council  agreed  to  develop  land  as  a.  site  for  some  4-0  such  families  but 
the  Service  Depairtments  concerned  appear  to  malce  little  attempt  to  expla-in 
to  service  men  the  steps  which  should  be  taJcen  before  planing  a  caravan  on 
land  other  than  Crown  Land,  nor  do  they  seem  to  attempt  to  provide  sites 
officially.  It  is  felt  that  this  refusa.l  to  accept  some  responsibility 

until  sufficient  permianent  quarters  ane  available,  puts  an  unreasonable  burden 
on  Local  Councils  and  leads  to  considerable  frustration  for  the  service 
men  concerned, 

8,  SHOICE  xLaATEI.IBI'fr, 


No  complaAnts  v/ere  received  during  the  year  but  it  is  pleasing  to 
note  that  several  persons  proposing  to  install  oil  fired  instalLations 
approached  the  Council  for  aHvice. 

9,  S^WIIHNG-  BATHS  AND  BATHIND  PLACES, 

Although  there  are  no  public  swimming  baths  in  the  area  there  are 
several  places  used  for  bathing  on  the  small  rivers  which  cross  the  district, 
Althou^  samples  show  thab  these  waters  are  liable  to  pollution  it  would 
be  impracticable  to  stop  children  from  using  them.  It  was  v/ith  this  fact 
in  mind  that  the  Council  in  planning  a  new  sewage  works  decided  to  choose 
a  site  down  stream  of  a  popular  lido  so  that  this  amenity  v/ould  not  be  further 
prejudiced, 

10.  INSECT  IIL'^ESTfTIQN, 


Althougli  complaints  of  infestation  of  fleas, bugs  etc,,  are  now  few, 
the  number  of  wasps  and  flies  have  caused  occupiers  to  ask  for  the  the 
Council’s  help.  The  long  dry  summer  of  1959  f’as  ideal  for  the  fly 
population  and  in  some  insta,noes  severa,l  treatments  were  necessary.  The 
breeding  grounds  of  flies  i,c,  fields  occupied  by  stock.  Were  too 
extensive  to  treat  in  an  effective  manner.  Two  properties  infested 
with  fleas,  both  occupied  by  elderly  persons  incapable  of  effectively 
dealing  with  the  problem,  were  reported  and  these  were  doa,lt  with  by 
the  Department, 

11,  RODENT  COIffROL. 

Rodent  Control  is  still  carried  out  by  one  man  wdth  a  motor  cycle 
combination.  During  the  year  four  contracts  ¥7ere  entered  into  with 
occupiers  of  agricultural  properties.  The  aim  is  not  to  build  up 
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business  as  such  but  to  obtain  widely  separated  contracts.  This  will 
enable  the  operator  to  combine  regular  and  systematic  inspection  of 
the  district  v/ith  practical  working  at  the  same  tiDie  reducing  the  rate 
borne  cost,  A  free  sera/-ice  is  mainta.ined  for  dv/elling  accommodation 
and  business  xDremises  are  charged  on  a  time  and  material  ba-sis,  (Details 
of  the  years  work  are  given  on  page  IP.  ), 

12.  PETEOIEUM  PAID  EXPLOSIVES. 

As  stated  in  last  years  report  all  tanks  which  had  been  installed 
for  a  period  of  ten  years  or  more  were  required  to  submit  to  a  pressure 
test  a.nd  these  had  been  completed  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Of  the  106 
tanics  tested,  12  fa.iled  and  were  either  renewed  or  their  use  was 
discontinued^our  teen  new  tanics  v/ere  installed  and  tested  during  the 
year  and  3  new  li.conces  issued.  The  total  number  of  petroleum  storage 
tanks  at  the  31  st. December  1959  Vvas  172  and  notification  was  received 
in  respect  of  2  premises  having  can  stores. 

There  vicre  no  new  applications  for  licences  to  store  explosives 
other  than  firevrarks  vdiich  totalled  30,  The  one  store  for  gelignite 
was  continued  and  re-licensed.

1  .  CIJE^mANGE  OF  UNFIT  PROPERTIES. 

1960  will  see  the  end  of  the  first  five  years  of  the  Council  ’s 
Slum  Clearance  progranuiie ,  during  which  period  the  Council  declared  their 
intention  to  deal  v/ith  1  89  of  the  estimated  253  unfit  properties  in  the 
area.  In  fact,  212  dwellings  had  been  dealt  v/ith  by  the  end  of  tho  year 
but  many  properties  subject  to  Undertalcings,  Closing  or  Demolition 
Orders  are  still  occupied,  the  tenants  being  reluctant  to  leave.  Many  of 
these  a.re  eHerly  and  they  feel  they  cannot  face  the  move  but  some  are 
far  from  retiring  age  and  stress  that  their  reason  for  refusing  alternative 
accommodation  is  purely  financial,  their  existing  rents  being  less  than 
7s, 6d,  per  \7eek.  It  is  likely  to  talce  some  time  to  convince  these  people 
that  a  house  with  modern  amenities  is  v/orth  the  extra  v/cekly  outlay. 

In  view  of  the  aj)pa,rcnt  progress  that  had  boon  made  it  \ms  felt  that 
there  should  be  a  re-assossmont  of  the  housing  position  in  the  area  and  a 
house  to  house  survey  of  the  whole  district  was  commenced.  By  the  end  of 
the  year  only  74  properties  had  been  surveyed  and  in  view  of  the  fa,ct 
tha,t  this  work  can  only  bo  carried  out  intermittently  it  is  likely  to  be 
1 9o1  a,t  least  before  the  survey  is  complete.  One  pleasing  result  of  this 
survey  has  been  the  increased  interest  shovm  in  Improvement  Grants,  This 
Council  has  for  a  long  time  realised  the  va,luable  contribution  made  by  this 
schomo  to  the  ^  housing  needs  of  the  district  and  it  is  anticipated  tha,t  • 
the  demand  for  such  grants  will  incrccase  thus  making  it  econo micn.lly 
attra-ctive  to  retain  same  of  the  interesting  and  quaint  country  cottages 
which  vjould  othenaise  be  er-ased  from  the  Suffolk  scene.

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It  is  pleasing  to  repoit;  that  there  v/ere  no  coinplaints  from 
consumers  during  the  year  and  the  cleanliness  of  bottles  has  shown 
a  welcome  improvement.  One  compl.aint  from  a,  farmer  concerning  the 
unsa.tisf a,ctory  condition  of  mille  churns  supplied  from  a  dairy 
outside  the  County  v/as  investigated  and  found  to  bo  justified.  Two 
of  a  consignment  of  6  churns  wore  found  to  be  improperly  cleansed.

A  consignment  of  milk  sent  into  the  Borough  of  Bury  St. Edmunds 
for  heat  treatment  from  a  farm  in  the  l^ral  District,  \1c.3  sampled  by 
the  Borough  Public  Health  Departmont  and  proved  positive  when  examined 
for  Brucella  abortus,  A  previous  positive  sample  from  the  same  herd 
had  been  deadt  with  in  1 957.  The  facts  were  referred  to  the  Divisional

It  has  not  boon  possible  to  pay  as  much  attention  to  food  handling 
as  one  vrould  have  liked  during  1  959 j  "but  one  fa-ct  emerged  to  mar  the 
optimism  expressed  in  Last  year’s  report.  In  certain  instances,  promises 
given  to  carry  out  improvements  following  informal  discussions  have  not 
been  kept  and  although  the  taking  of  proceedings  is  unplea.sant  it  may 
v/ell  bo  necessary  in  the  year  ahead.  It  must  be  sand  hov;ever  that  the 
general  standard  continues  to  improve  and  those  v/ho  have  candied  out 
improvements  all  testify  to  easier  v/orking  conditions  a.nd  increased  business 
turn*"»over.

No  new  travelling  shops  appeared  during  the  year  but  those 
regularly  operating  ma.intainod  a  reasonably  satisfactory  stcondard.  In 
one  case  it  was  necessary  to  draw  attention  to  the  Pood  Hygiene 
Regulations,  This  concerned  the  placing  of  a  cooked  ham  on  a  shelf  among 
raw  vegetables.  The  dangers  of  this  r)j^''^ctice  were  pointed  out  to  the 
driver  w|>o  claimed  he  vjas  nev;  to  the  business  and  the  opportunity  was 
taken  to  oxpla,in  the  need  for  hygienic  handling  of  food  for  human 
consumption. 

In  December  a  member  of  the  public  brought  a  sample  of  ham  and 
egg  roll  to  the  office  complaining  that  it  was  unfit  for  food  a,nd  had 
been  sold  from  a  travelling  shop.  Investigation  revealed  that  the  roll 
had  been  sliced  3  days  previously  and  on  each  day  had  been  exhibited  in 
a  v/indow  and  at  night  planed  in  ci  refrigerator.  It  had  not  sold  as 
quickly  as  expected  and  w-as  put  on  the  tra.velling  shop  to  ensure  quick 
sale , 


It  was  felt  tha,t  this  had  been  done  through  ignorance  rather  than 
Y^ith  intent  and  again  the  opportunity  was  taken  to  explain  the  dangers 
to  the  people  concerned.  At  the  same  time  hoYvever  the  proprietors  of  the 
business  v/ere  informed  tha.t  a,  further  similar  offence  vrould  result  in 
proceedings  being  tatien.

Measles,  There  was  a  widespread  outbreak  of  measles.  Approximately 
one  third  of  the  21f1  notified  cases  occurred  in  children  under  5  years 
of  age. 

Scarlet  Fever,  There  was  a  sharp  increase  in  the  number  of  cases 
of  scarlet  fever,  ma,ny  of  which  occurred  amongst  the  families  of 
Service  personn^.  Most  of  the  patients  were  children  of  school  age, 
and  generally  the  disease  was  very  mild  in  character, 

Po liomye litis »  Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  large  numbers  of  children  and  young  adults  from  the  district 
v/ere  vaccina.tcd  against  poliomyelitis  at  Child  Welfare  Centres  at 
Ixworth,  Barrow,  Rougham,  Honington  and  Bury  St.  Edmunds,  and  m*any 
were  trea-ted  by  their  family  doctors.  Since  the  end  of  1939  the 
eligible  age  group  ha.s  been  extended  and  now  vaccine  is  available  for 
all  persons  aged  between  6  months  and  40  years.
